Let the People Understand 


HEN James F. Byrnes, as Director of War 

Mobilization, asked the race tracks of the 
United States to close as of January 3, 1945, they 
stood in line and said yes, sir. 

They did not shuffle in reluctantly with red 
faces and hanging heads. They did not come as 
culprits who had been apprehended in disloyal 
or unpatriotic activities. They did not come to 
be scolded or to be loaded with a burden of guilt. 

They did not expect to have saddled upon them 
the blame for the mistakes of others. 

Too many commentators of the press and radio 
—and of Government agencies, too—appear to 
have misapprehended the situation. Too many of 
them have been taken in. Too many of them are 
pummeling the scapegoat with which they have 
provided themselves. They owe their public a lit- 
tle more insight than they are showing. 

We have no quarrel with Mr. Byrnes for ask- 
ing that race tracks cease operating. (We regret 
that its timing, the short notice given, resulted in 
so much waste of money and effort, but Mr. 
Byrnes has said that he is sorry about that, too.) 
We take it for granted that he did not think it up 
all by himself. We take it for granted that the 
emergency, as seen from Washington, demanded 
such action, and that Washington is in better po- 
sition than we are to balance off the loss against 
the gain likely to result. In a democracy we must 
delegate authority. We must accept the policies 
made by the holders of that authority. We can 
vote later. As of today racing stands with Mr. 
Byrnes as loyally as any group in America, and 
we bar none. 

Further, we have complete confidence that Mr. 
Byrnes will deal fairly with racing, and that we 
shall see at least a partial resumption whenever 
conditions permit. 

But the future of racing in America is being 
jeopardized by careless, unthinking, ill-founded 
stories and pseudo-statistics and snap-judgment 
comments. Through many mediums of informa- 
tion, all the way from the great magazines like

Time and Reader's Digest down to the clerks pass- 
ing out gratuitous and garbled “statistics” over 
the desks of the local agencies of the Government 
bureaus, the truth is being trifled with. 

If the present flood of misrepresentation is con- 
tinued for many months, we shall face, not the 
minor problem of surviving an emergency, but the 
question of whether we shall survive at all. There 
will be states, where a year ago racing was an es- 
tablished, respectable institution, which will sud- 
denly question whether it is fit to be accepted. 

For instance, consider the printed, radioed, and 
spoken reports you have heard with regard to 
racing and absenteeism of workers in war plants 
(a factor which Mr. Byrnes did not even men- 
tion). They told you that during race meetings 
absenteeism stepped up 10 per cent, 20 per cent, 
50 per cent—take a number from ten to a hun- 
dred. You read it in the papers, you heard it on 
the air, you got it confidentially from people who 
got it confidentially from, ete. 

It’s time some honest reporter came along who 
would admit that there are no statistics which re- 
veal accurately that racing at any point has 
‘aused an increase of such and such per cent in 
absenteeism at war plants. We have asked for 
them repeatedly, and thus far we have found 
them nowhere. 

There are some industrialists whose judgment 
we respect who have satisfied themselves that race 
meetings were among the contributors to absen- 
teeism, and who feel that racing, especially in 
southern California, hampered their efforts to 
meet production goals. There are others who dis- 
agree, and who have publicly stated their opin- 
ions. Let us assume that racing did interfere 
with production to some degree. 

But we don’t have to be ashamed of a lack of 
self-control if we find our hackles rising at the 
monstrous distortions which in many cases— 
largely through oral transmission of ‘“confiden- 
tial’ information—have given the impression that 
racing caused absenteeism of 10, or 20, or even 30 
per cent. In the first place, we don’t have ab- 
senteeism running above 10 per cent, and only

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rarely does it approach that figure. In the sec- 
ond place, there has been no evidence presented 
which would suggest that racing was a principal 
cause. 

The same sort of misrepresentations have been 
made repeatedly as regards racing’s use of po- 
tential war manpower and transportation and its 
effect on the sale of war bonds. A sample of 
press comments is included in this issue, and 
among these comments pro and con the reader 
who is cognizant of the affairs of the sport will 
find some which will make him think that racing 
has been bitten by a snake. 

We do not deny that racing has used a small 
portion of the manpower and physical equipment 
that could have been turned to war uses. We only 
wish to caution against the gross exaggerations 
now current, and to ask that these exaggerations 
be accepted as tommyrot until the facts become 
available. If there are dependable figures which 
show the extent of racing’s effect upon absentee- 
ism, for instance, we want to publish them, no 
matter what they show. But until they are 
available, please, let’s leave off accepting wild 
guesses as the gospel truth. 


Racing was asked to stand aside because our 
war plants were producing less material than is 
needed. But it does not follow that our war 
plants were producing less material than is 
needed because racing had been allowed. 


What caused the lag in war production? We 
can give the answer in a nutshell, and so can any 
man who has had his eyes open. War production 
had fallen off because the Government had invited 
it to fall off. As a typical example of the feeling 
which was being spread throughout the country 
through the latter half of 1944, we quote here a 
paragraph from the Inside Washington column of 
the November 17 issue of Printer’s Ink, “the 
weekly magazine of advertising management and 
sales.” 


A considerable part of unofficial Washington (un- 
official in this case meaning many of the depart- 
ments except the War and Navy, which, of course, 
are discreetly silent) is now exultantly proclaiming 
that Germany is surely going to be captured by 
Christmas. Inasmuch as this is just talk you should 
not take it too seriously. However, the talk 
comes from responsible people who are not in the 
habit of throwing out idle gossip in an effort to be 
smart. This reporter got the optimisic prediction last 
Friday from two rather prominent under-officials in 
the State Department. He heard it at the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Department of Agriculture, 
the War Production Board and from a couple of well- 
informed individuals on the Hill. None of those do- 
ing the talking could quote chapter and verse even 
in partial proof of what he said. But, in all the main 
essentials, the various stories seemed to match up 
pretty well. For this reason the composite account 
is passed along here for what it may or may not be 
worth. The net of the report is that Russia is just 
about to launch a mighty offensive, timed to coincide 
with an unprecedented smash by the Allied forces 
in the West. The preparations are declared to be 
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so overwhelmingly complete that the Reich is bound 

to be under United Nations’ rule within the next five 

or six weeks. 

As a result of the diffusion of such stories many 
thousands of war workers left their war jobs and 
“went back,” in anticipation of having the advan- 
tage of an early start in adjusting themselves to 
the conditions of the coming peacetime. Every 
industrialist with whom we have talked has em- 
phasized that all other reasons for the lag in pro- 
duction were of picayune influence as compared 
with this factor. 

Washington had guessed wrong. With many 
voices, including those of the military, it had told 
capital and labor to begin thinking of peace in 
Europe and adjusting themselves accordingly. 

We are not disposed to censure the Government 
for that. Second-guessers do not have full privi- 
leges of criticism. All in all, this war has been 
fought, we suspect, with more efficiency than 
could have been imagined, in the light of history. 
We mention the wrong guess only because so 
many people are whipping the wrong cat. 


Now the Government sees a new necessity for 
having the whole nation buckle down harder than 
ever before to the task of winning the war. We 
have had to begin giving up more of the good 
things we have enjoyed in order to obtain the one 
best thing of all—victory. Racing is one of the 
good things we can do without. 

It hurts a good many of us to have racing 
stopped, but we have to take it, just as millions 
upon millions of others are having to take what 
they don’t like. As far as the war is concerned 
there is a common standard for all of us—we 
don’t do what we like, but whatever is necessary. 


Now, for the first time since the war began, the 
Government has deemed it necessary for the op- 
erations of race tracks to cease. 

But there is no reason to assume that racing 
was stopped because it was guilty of something. 

We stopped making automobiles at the very be- 
ginning of the war, not because there was any- 
thing wrong with automobiles, not because we 
didn’t need automobiles, but because we needed 
planes and tanks far more. 

We gave up part of our sugar and butter and 
beef and nylon—all delectable things—because the 
war demanded that we do so. 

We gave up part of the paper we had been us- 
ing, not because paper is bad for us, but simply 
because there were other things more important 
than making paper. 

Now we give up racing, not because there’s 
something wrong with it, not because it inter- 
feres very much with the war effort, but because 
we are now having to give up even those things 
which interfere only a little with the war effort.

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America Learns 
About Racing

INCE War Mobilization Director James F. 

Byrnes issued his request that American race 
tracks discontinue operation as of January 3 rac- 
ing has become everybody’s business. It was get- 
ting more space in the nation’s press than it ever 
got before. The United States was making up its 
mind, not always on the basis of the truth. 


Absenteeism is the answer. There has been a 
regular pattern of increased absenteeism follow- 
ing the opening of tracks. In some instances the 
increase has been as much as 30 per cent.

Washington insiders held to the notion that rac- 
ing was the one real target of the crackdown, and 
that the crack about re-examination of 4-Fs [in 
baseball, football, etc.] was a sop to silence race- 
track squawks. For one thing, every draft regis- 
trant always has been subject to re-examination 
at any time; for another, it is no secret that 
Washington was sorely irked by last year’s race- 
track gambling of a billion dollars that might 
have gone into war bonds, and by the increase in 
war-plant absenteeism during Los Angeles’ recent 
Hollywood Park meeting. 


Whether the Government did the right thing is 
open to question. This Government seems to 
know no remedy for any difficulty except to move 
in grand sweeps. Never does it seem to possess 
the ingenuity to deal with what is wrong, and 
cure it and only it, with justice. To put out a 
fire, it never uses a hose but starts a backfire. 

Thus all horse racing is done for at least a year 
(I am well informed) and perhaps for the dura- 
tion of the war. Everything connected with it has 
become a 1945 total loss (and therefore deductible 
from taxes instead of paying taxes into the war 
effort) and 23,000 horses will feed for a year 
without earning anything for anyone.

from V. E. Clinger, director of services for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission: 


Railroad and motor carriers may accept shipments 
providing that owner or his agent files an affidavit 
that the particular movement contemplated is not for 
racing purposes. This applies to all shipments with- 
in the United States. The movement to points out- 
side the United States will still require a special per- 
mit from me. I will issue such permits in all cases 
where the particular movement is not for racing pur- 
poses. The only instance in which I will issue a 
permit when the movement is for racing purposes 
is in those cases where the races are to be held 
more than 300 miles outside the borders of the 
United States.

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KEENELAND'S MONEY 


IFTS totaling $117,000 during 1944, including 

$47,500 to the Keeneland Foundation for pro- 
moting scientific research, were approved by the 
directors of the Keeneland Association at the an- 
nual meeting of stockholders held on January 8 
in Lexington. The 1944 gifts of the association 
brought to $211,304 the total amount contributed 
since 1940 for educational and charitable purposes 
by Keeneland Association, which owns the race 
track property on the Versailles Road near Lex- 
ington, and by Keeneland Race Course, which op- 
erates the meetings conducted at the track. In 
1940 the association was reorganized as a non- 
profit corporation. 

Lexington’s Community War Chest received 
$10,000 from the association for its 1945 budget, 
bringing to $55,597 the amount contributed by the 
track since 1940. The Louisville chapter of the 
Red Cross received a check of $88,000 as a joint 
contribution of Keeneland and Churchill Downs 
for 1944. The money was earmarked for rehabili- 
tation work among Kentucky’s wounded veterans 
of the present war. Keeneland also gave $5,000 
in 1944 to the Lexington chapter of the Red 
Cross, $5,000 to the Louisville War Fund, and 
$1,000 to the Grayson Foundation for promoting 
that group’s scientific research. The University 
of Kentucky was voted a gift of $15,000 for 1944, 
increasing to $43,207 the amount given to the uni- 
versity in the five-year period. 

The Keeneland Foundation, which was organ- 
ized last November to foster and finance scientific 
research, received $47,500, the largest gift of the 
association, which must dispose of its monies be- 
fore the end of each year. The foundation plans 
to give thorough study to any projects it considers 
supporting and intends to see that sufficient funds 
are available for carrying through the projects 
undertaken. A spokesman for the foundation de- 
clared that it provided an ideal method of han- 
dling and disposing of funds which are given 
away each year by the association. The trustees 
of the foundation are Brig. Gen. Fred W. Rankin, 
chairman; Dr. E. S. Maxwell; and Major Louie 
A. Beard. Gayle A. Mohney, Lexington attorney, 
is secretary and Mrs. Helen H. Fortune is treas- 
urer.

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Backstretch 
Reaction 


IALEAH, Fla., December 30.—I have been 

asked to report to readers of THE BLOoop- 
HoRSE on the reaction of the men on the back- 
stretch to Justice Byrnes’ stop-racing order, and 
on their situation in the resultant emergency. I 
can state that they think they have been dealt 
a blow below the belt. -At first they were stunned 
and unbelieving, and when the truth was finally 
realized, it was followed by deep resentment and 
bitterness. 

Practically everyone on the backstretch has 
either a son, brother or close friend in the armed 
forces overseas, and there is nothing they would 
not do willingly to aid those men in the bitter 
fight in which our country is engaged. Knowing 
the facts about racing and the war as they do, 
they are convinced that there is no justification 
for the stoppage of racing as a war effort aid, 
and cannot see how any good end is to be served 
by ruining the financial status of thousands in 
racing. 

No exemptions from military service have been 
allowed those in racing. The only males left on 
race tracks today are those too old for duty, 
too young for duty, or physically unfit for service. 
Take my own stable as an example. My foreman 
is nearly 50 years old, illiterate to the extent that 
he cannot even sign his name, and has never done 
anything but work with horses. The next groom 
has been called up three times and each time re- 
jected on physical examination. The other three 
are under 18 years of age. They have tried to 
enlist in both the Army and Navy and have been 
rejected because of physical limitations. None 
of these boys has more than a common school 
education, and work at the race track with horses 
is all they know anything about, and they are 
not highly skilled at that. It is practically cer- 
tain that they would fail to get employment in 
any war plant. They might find jobs as telegraph 
delivery boys or news-vendors. 

Two years ago when racing folded for the win- 
ter in Florida due to the high-handed methods of 
the OPA, I decided that I would work a swing- 
shift myself and make whatever I could from a 
disastrous situation. I made the rounds of the 
several plants which were advertising for men 
for war work. At each plant I was handed a 
questionnaire that took an hour to fill out. I lis- 
ed the facts that I was a college graduate, and 
also had graduated from a business school; that 
I had first been employed by the United States 
Government Engineering Department for seven 
years, and then by a bank in the stock and bond 
department; that I had worked for myself ever 
since, first in crude oil production, and then in 
farming, horse breeding, and training. I admit- 
ted knowing quite a bit about horses; that I had 
been in machine shops enough to have a working 
knowledge of lathes and steam hammers; that I 
knew both mill and plumbing supplies and some 
electric supplies very well; that I could take a 
gang of men and move or clean up almost any- 
thing anyone else could. I also submitted that 


I was a typist; that I could do about anything

THE BLoop-Horse last week reported: 
“Track operators, breeders, horsemen... ac- 
cepted the decision [to close race tracks] 
without bitterness, and without questioning 
the wisdom of it. . .. We must recognize, 
however, that many different points of view 
are represented...’ For the point of view of 
the small owner whose principal assets are 
his horses and his skill we asked Robert W. 
Collins to report on the situation in Florida. 
Mr. Collins definitely questions the wisdom 
of 


that is commonly done in an administrative of- 
fice; that I had taught salesmanship; and that I 
was a fair sort of public speaker. There were 
still a number of things that I can do more or 
less well, for instance, cooking, which I did not 
list, as I thought I had given enough. 

In most cases the filled out questionnaire was 
received by a girl about 19 years old (apparent- 
ly about the same kind I used to hire in my office 
at $12 a week to address envelopes). When she 
had read the qualifications given she would come 
very promptly to the conclusion that they did 
not have a thing to offer me, but they would put 
my application on file and would notify me if I 
was needed. 

That was two years ago, and I still have had 
no notification. Still I am supposed to quit horses 
and go into war work, I suppose. 

One of my rather able exercise boys in 1942 
decided on a war-plant career, and he walked the 
streets of Boston, Mass., a month making all the 
plants there and waiting to be sized up and ap- 
proved by the representatives of The Union, and 
never did get on. I finally got him a chance to 
go to Maine and take a class in welding through 
a personal friend of mine who had business—and 
political—pull. Otherwise he would have had to 
return to the race track for lack of employment. 
Just you try to get a war job, if you don’t be- 
lieve it, and see how far you get. And be sure 
you have that fifty dollars to pay into The Union 
before you step inside the plant for maybe just 
a week’s work before you are laid off. 

So stopping racing is not going to give the 
Army and Navy any more men, and it is doubt- 
ful that industry will gain any noticeable assets 
from those who must now be discharged from 
stables that can no longer employ them. Maybe 
a little gasoline could be saved by some of the 
race-goers by the stoppage of racing, but from 
general observation the gas we get nowadays is 
not fit to put into any of the new motorized equip- 
ment of the Government. Also it has been noted 
that whenever any of what we ordinarily get is 
wanted the Government takes it, and the stations 
just don’t have any. Most motorists have long 
since decided that it is no business of the OPA 
what they do with what little they can get. It 
also takes gas to get to pictures, churches, and 
funerals, and no one wants to stop them. 

So much for reactions. Now for conditions. 

Since Justice Byrnes has set racing down for 
an indefinite time, instead of naming the days 
to be served on the ground, there are all kinds 
of rumors and opinions as to how long the sus- 
pension will last, even with good conduct of the 
war. A few think it probable that the suspension 
will last for the duration. These are mainly the

ones who can afford to pocket their losses and 
ship their horses to the home-farms and wait. 
The little fellows and the barn labor in general 
won’t allow themselves to believe it possible 
that the suspension can last longer than spring, 
for longer than that will spell disaster for them, 
and they must cling to hope. 

From long experience I know that the racing 
man is a confirmed optimist—otherwise he would 
not stay in racing. Those who just train horses 
for pay will be less hurt than those who actually 
own all or some of the horses they train. The 
trainers, some of them, will lose their jobs and 
either be idle or get something to tide themselves 
over. The man who owns a few horses and has 
no other source of income than that made by his 
stable is the backbone of racing, and he is about 
to be broken completely. In varying lengths of 
time his cash on hand will be used up in feed and 
labor, and with the market for horses on the track 
gone, what is he to do? He can give away his 
capital assets, which are his horses, or he can 
shoot them. He will then change status from 
that of a man in business for himself who makes 
his own way and employs labor, to that of seek- 
ing employment. In many cases he will be either 
too inexperienced or too old, or both, to get a 
job, so then where to? 

Track labor has been enjoying a new high in 
pay. Grooms have been making from $160 to 
$200 per month, plus stakes and track gratuities. 
They all face having their pay cut to $100 or 
perhaps less, with no stakes, no gratuities, no 
strangers to touch for a dollar bet. Many of 
them are grizzled and gnarled with age, and most 
of them never did anything but work with horses 
in their lives. 

The various agencies within racing are to try 
to arrive at some solution of the problem of whom 
to help, how to help him, and how much help 
ean be given. The Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association has some $30,000 in its 
treasury, and will probably use all of it, if neces- 
sary, in relief. Through the request of this or- 
ganization, Tropical Park put on an extra race 
each day, the proceeds from which were for re- 
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lief of horsemen. 
of this writing, whether the H. B. P. A. will re- 
ceive and administer the fund, or a new company 
called Horseman’s Aid, which has been organized 
for this or similar service. 

I am also advised that the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations is interesting itself in the prob- 


It is not known, at the time 


lem. It is rumored that the several tracks of the 
North and East are expected to contribute to 
the fund to be subscribed. But these plans are 
not yet made. At least, they are not announced. 

Judge A. J. Cleary told me today that it was 
his opinion that where it was needed he thought 
the money should be donated to the horseman, as 
the situation was not of his making, and he had 
helped the tracks to make the money. No doubt 
many horsemen will want to borrow funds to 
tide themselves over the shutdown. Hialeah Park 
loaned a considerable fund to horsemen two years 
ago, and I understand that it was all rather 
promptly repaid when racing got going again. 

Should the shutdown last very long, and horse- 
men and their employees be dispersed to the four 
winds, and horses destroyed and “sold down the 
river” and out of the country, the tracks of the 
nation will be in a sorry plight when the restric- 
tions are lifted. It seems to me that it might 
be much better to pay the feed bills and what- 
ever labor is necessary and keep horses enough 
in sight to open up with again. 

In this connection, it is the general understand- 
ing that the Consumers Feed, which is furnish- 
ing all the Florida feed, is owned by the tracks 
in Florida, and an officer of the H. B. P. A. stated 
to me today that he felt that horsemen should at 
least be sold feed at cost. 

Right now horsemen feel that they have been 
let down, and that Washington did not allow 
them to present their case. They are very doubt- 
ful of material help being forthcoming. They 


felt rather proud of the cash contributions and 
war bond purchases made through racing, but 
now they know the bonds they put away so proud- 
ly will have to be dug out of the old suitcase and 
cashed in to feed Old Bill and tq get another 
meal-book at the track kitchen.

London Hears From Paris 


ONDON, November 25.—Such news as there 
has been from France during the early stages 
of the invasion has been patchy and in many cases 
unreliable, but the liberation of Paris has brought 
out a whole flood of information, some of which I 
now propose to attempt to pin together and pre- 
sent as best I can. The gist of it is that although 
the French haras and racing stables have suffered 
very severely during the occupation (and also 
during the recent fighting) there remains a fairly 
clear and ordered pattern or core of the racing 
industry from which, we hope, France will weave 
anew the fabric so torn and burned in the course 
of its five years of oppression. 

Racing, as you no doubt know, has been carried 
on, without serious interruption, throughout the 
occupation. There was an inevitable break in the 
summer of this year, but the sport was resumed in 
October; the Longchamps programs were trans- 
ferred to Le Tremblay and later also to Maisons- 
Laffitte, at both of which courses it has been in 
progress until this month. The Societe d’Encour- 
agement continues to issue its weekly calendar of 
races past. 

Casualties in the Normandy studs in the early 
days of the invasion were undoubtedly heavy; 
many of them were within the battle areas. The 
most serious thing by far, however, that has be- 
fallen French breeding has been the high rate of 
losses among some of the best stallions. Some 
have been killed, others “reformed” (i. e., used for 
purposes other than Thoroughbred breeding), and 
a high proportion stolen or ‘acquired by pur- 
chase.” French breeders or their agents, faced 
with the alternative of selling at the Germans’ 
own prices or of having them plain stolen, were 
obliged to go through the formality of selling; it 
came to the same thing. 

Pharis has gone. Biribi has gone; so have 
Brantome, Bubbles, Clairvoyant, Mon Talisman, 
and a score of others. Here, according to infor- 
mation to date, is a list of them: Biribi and his 
son Birikan are, or were, in a German breeder’s 
stud near Munich; they appear to have been 
“bought” from Juan Torterolo. Brantome, Bok- 
bul, Bubbles, Clairvoyant, Dickens, Eclair au 
Chocolat, Indus, Mirza II, The MacNab (taken 
by a German officer), Pharis, Pitchoury, and 
Teleferique are no longer in France. Kopi, the 
Aly Khan’s Sultan Mahomed, and Taj Akbar are 
in Austria. Mon Talisman, already mentioned, is 
another major loss. 

These are the top stallions. But there are al- 
together 151 sires whose stock won races in 
France in 1943 whose services are no longer 
available to French breeders. Among those re- 
ported as dead are notable sires like Abjer, 
Barneveldt, Bonny Boy, Casterari, Chateau Bous- 
caut, *“Epinard, Grazing, Le Becau, McKinley, 
Parth, and (from natural causes) Black Devil. 


Presumably many of these died from natural 
causes. 

Look at it as you may, it is extremely difficult to 
foresee how French breeders will overcome so

devastating a shortage of stallions. Their alter- 
natives will be to use such second-class sires as 
may be available, or to replenish them from out- 
side. It seems inevitable that they will have to 
look to this country, but there are several diffi- 
culties in the way. (1) It will be a very long 
time before ships and harbors will be available 
for incoming horses; they must be of the lowest 
priority. (2) The French internal railway sys- 
tem has to be rebuilt and got working again be- 
fore the transport of anything so unimportant as 
bloodstock can even be considered. (3) Is the 
French Treasury likely to allow money to leave 
the country for bloodstock when there are so 
many other vital commodities to be purchased? 

There must be a period, therefore, when French 
breeders will have to scrape along as best they 
can. When they are in a position to think about 
replenishing their stocks, they will presumably 
come to this country where, fortunately for us, as 
well as for them, there is now a not unsatisfac- 
tory supply of French blood. It is reasonably 
certain that they will seek to buy back the blood 
they know and treasure most, and our own breed- 
ers may bear this in mind. 

Maybe I personally place more store on the 
value of French blood than some other Turf 
writers; but, even if I am wrong, it still would 
seem that we do not want to lose it. My view is 
that it should be restored as quickly as possible, 
not only for the benefit of France, but for that of 
the whole world bloodstock industry. I will even 
go further and suggest, in the general interest, 
that if, when the time comes to buy, French breed- 
ers cannot find funds for buying over here, it 
would be to the common advantage if we could 
devise a scheme of short-term credits which would 
enable them to buy the best we can spare.

Al- 
batroz, the great son of Trinidad, was number 
one among the veterans. He won the two most 
important stakes for older horses, and was surely 
ten pounds better than any other 4-year-old and 
up in the country and possibly the best in South 
America. Monterreal took over the leadership 
in this division when Albatroz was retired, for 
Ever Ready had been taken out of training for 
the year. I suspect, however, that Ever Ready, a 
grandson of the North American-bred Novelty, 
will be a top 4-year-old in 1945. He has class, 
courage, speed, and stamina. 

Alibi was another great performer and as a 
middle-distance performer (from one mile to one 
mile and a half) he is a formidable opponent for 
any horse. Tigris and Footprint were also good 
stakes winners. Argentina was surely the best 
race mare of the year—but her rivals were very 
bad. 

In the juvenile [38-year-old] division I should 
rate a filly, Fontaine, at the top. The daughter 
of Formasterus—Tacy showed much promise and 
a very definite class in her three outings. Ty- 
phoon, the champion colt, can be placed in sec- 
ond top, with Estouvado very near. Other good 


ones are the colts Eldorado, Heleno, Fulgor, and 
Estrelero and the fillies Favinha, Gualicha, Elei- 
da, Fagulha, and Grey Lady.

Having the unique distinction of being both the 
first and last stakes of the year in the United 
States, at least until the ban on racing is lifted, 
the New Year’s Handicap at Tropical Park ap- 
peared so inviting that there were 22 horses put 
in the overnight entries—a situation calling for 
the management to offer the race in two divisions. 

He Rolls, a gelding that had lost by a nose to 
Spangled Game when he set a new American rec- 
ord of 1:40% for a mile and 70 yards four days 
previously, was a slight favorite over Greentree 
Stable’s Dustman in the first division, which had 
11 starters. Dustman, assigned the highest 
weight of all the candidates, with 126 pounds, had 
won rather smartly the second division of the six- 
furlong Inaugural Handicap on Christmas day in 
his first Florida outing. 

Signator, which had finished far back of Dust- 
man in the Inaugural, broke on top, with Bottle 
Imp and Dustman closest in pursuit. The Wool- 
ford Farm sprinter continued to show the way 
around the first turn and down the back side. 
Bottle Imp was the first to weaken, but nearing 
the far turn the fast pace and high weight also 
began to tell on Dustman. Challenge Me and He 
Rolls moved on the leader rounding the turn, and 
both passed the pacemaker early in the stretch, 
but Signator came again to head Challenge Me in 
the closing strides, and lost first money to He 
Rolls by only a neck.

Skytracer was foaled at M. B. Goff’s Puckety 
Farm, near Lexington, on March 14, 1941. His 
sire Flares, a full brother of Omaha, won the 
Ascot Gold Cup (2% miles) and other stakes in 
England for William Woodward, and his dam 
*Borgia II, by the Ascot Gold Cup winner Bos- 
worth, was bought by Mr. Goff for $1,300 out of 
Mr. Woodward’s Belair Stud consignment to the 
1939 Lexington fall sales. Flares is now standing 
at Arthur B. Hancock’s Ellerslie Farm, Char- 
lottesville, Va. 

When Skytracer was beaten only a length by 
Greentree Stable’s Stir Up in the Flamingo 
Stakes at Hialeah Park last winter, he loomed as 
a possibility for the 1944 3-year-old spring clas- 
sic races.

and Soup and Fish still last. The pace apparent- 
ly had left some of the field dizzy. Nearing the 
far turn, My Grey Tet moved up with a rush, 
bearing over on Cold Sober so that the latter was 
practically eliminated. Turning into the final 
straight, My Grey Tet also came over on Meand- 
you and Tie Score, which were almost knocked to 
their knees, and then opened up a lead of several 
lengths just before the real racing began. 

Soup and Fish had been moving swiftly on the 
turn, and, more fortunate than Seeing Eye, which 
had been forced back as he attempted to come 
through on the rail, the 8-year-old gelding was 
able to gain a lead of over a length before Seeing 
Eye was ina position to make his final run. The 
top-weighted *Bull Dog colt made a game bid that 
carried him half a length past the fast-closing 
Endy, but he still was over a length behind Soup 
and Fish at the finish. My Grey Tet stopped bad- 
ly in the final eighth, winding up sixth. 

The last half-mile had been run in 53% seconds, 
The race was run in 1:38, the same as the time 
for the Handicap Navidad, but four-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record set by Tie 
Score in the overnight Handicap Durango on De- 
cember 17, with 109 pounds up. Soup and Fish, 
which was no doubt benefited by the fast pace set 
in the New Year’s Day stakes, holds the track ree- 
ord of 1:4345 for 1%6 miles at the Mexico City 
course. The January 1 race brought Seeing Eye’s 
first defeat of the 1944-1945 meeting.

Bred by Jack D. Rogers at his farm in Wood- 
ford County, Kentucky, Soup and Fish won two 
races for Mr. Rogers at two, and appeared to be 
a horse of potential class, but failed to win in 18 
starts at three. When the horse was a 4-year-old 
he showed good form late in the fall, winning a 
fast match race at a mile at Beulah Park, and as 
a 5-year-old in 1942 the big gelding won ten races. 
Again in 1943 Soup and Fish failed to train to 
expectations, and was sent by Mr. Rogers, along 
with some other horses, to Mexico City in the care 
of Trainer K. S. Cleveland, who was also taking 
along horses for C. E. Buckley, of Lexington. 
Running in the name of Buckley and Cleveland at 
the Hipodromo, Soup and Fish won two races that 
year before being sold to the partnership of Barba 
Gonzalez and Redo. Early in 1944 the gelding 
won his first stakes for the same partnership, the 
Handicap Puebla and the Gran Premio Nacional. 
In November he was third to Seeing Eye in the 
Handicap Morelos. Altogether Soup and Fish has 
started 111 times, won 24 races, finished second 16 
times, third 17 times, and has earned $28,089. His 
late 1943 and entire 1944 earnings were in pesos, 
figured on the basis of five pesos to the dollar.

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FASIG-TIPTON COMPANY SOLD 


HE Fasig-Tipton Company, oldest auctioneer- 

ing firm associated with the Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred breeds, for the second time in 
its history has changed hands in the midst of a 
crisis in Thoroughbred racing. On January 5 it 
was announced in New York that the company 
had been sold by Mrs. Katherine I. Tranter to a 
group of Eastern breeders. 

In the purchasing group were Major Kenneth 
N. Gilpin, owner of Kentmere Farm at Boyce, 
Va., and W. H. LaBoyteaux, of New York City, 
owner of Hop Creek Farms at Holmdel, N. J., 
both of whom were consignors to the company’s 
yearling sales at Saratoga Springs. None of the 
other members of the syndicate have been an- 
nounced as yet, and there has been no statement 
of plans. 

The assets which changed hands in the deal in- 
cluded the good will of the company, the library 
and office equipment at 604 Fifth Avenue in New 
York City, the stables, sales arena, and real es- 
tate at Saratoga. The property on Nelson Ave- 
nue at Saratoga, about 15 acres, with barns for 
the overflow of yearlings from the main sales 
plant, was not included in the sale. 

The Kentucky connections of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company had been severed in the last year and 
a half. In 1943 the company transferred its 
summer yearling sales, ordinarily held at Sara- 
toga, to its Lexington Sales Paddocks and the 
Meadow Brook Club on Long Island. Owing to a 
disagreement between the company and the con- 
signors to the Kentucky sales over matters of 
promotion, the consignors organized a coopera- 
tive company and took over the summer sales at

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Lexington. Early last year Mrs. Tranter an- 
nounced that the Lexington Sales Paddocks prop- 
erty was for sale, and in the auction which took 
place later the new Breeders’ Sales Company 
purchased the pavilion and moved it to the Keene- 
tand Race Course. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company grew out of Wil- 
liam B. Fasig and Company, a prominent sales or- 
ganization during the 1890’s. When Edward A, 
Tipton became a partner, about the turn of the 
century, the name was changed to the present 
style. Mr. Fasig died in February, 1902, and in 
that year the new Tranter-Kenney Sales Con- 
pany conducted the J. Malcolm Forbes dispersal 
at Greenville, Mass. The new organization was 
a partnership between E. J. Tranter and Frank 
Kenney (uncle of Coldstream Stud’s manager, 
Charles A. Kenney), and its first sales were con- 
ducted so successfully that its manager, young 
Jim Tranter, was asked to associate himself with 
the Fasig-Tipton Company. He joined the com- 
pany in 1904, and in 1913, when racing was about 
to emerge from its most complete blackout, he 
purchased the interest of Mr. Tipton and became 
virtually sole owner. 

Early in January, 1917, he signed a contract 
with a group of Kentucky breeders which resulted 
in the long series of Saratoga yearling sales under 
his direction. His able management gave the 
Fasig-Tipton Company a preeminent position in 
both Thoroughbred and Standardbred sales. Mr. 
Tranter died June 12, 1938, and the company has 
since been under the direction of Mrs. Tranter. 

The office staff of the company consists of Ed- 
ward P. Shields, manager, and David Morenberg, 
who has charge of pedigree compilation and cata- 
logue production. 


Refund for Keeneland Consignors 


Members of the Breeders’ Sales Company, hold- 
ing their first annual meeting in Lexington Janu- 
ary 8, voted the first refund to the approximately 
160 consignors to the summer and fall sales held 
by the new company in 1944. The refund amounts 
to one-half of one per cent of the total sold by 
each consignor. Additional refunds are in pros- 
pect at a later date. When the sales were held 
the company took a commission of 5 per cent on 
sales, down to a minimum of $20. 

Approximately half of the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany membership of 52 breeders were present, 
with Vice President Thomas Carr Piatt presiding 
in the absence of Arthur B. Hancock, who re- 
mained in Paris because of a recent illness and 
inclement weather. The membership reelected 
Walter J. Salmon and Leslie Combs II to the 
board of directors for three years each, and ap- 
proved a preliminary financial report submitted 
by Brownie Leach, executive secretary. The mem- 
bers also unanimously approved all the construc- 
tion and sales facilities and promotion which had 
been authorized by the directors. 

Immediately after the meeting of members, Di- 
rectors Combs, Piatt, Hal Price Headley, and Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard met and reelected the follow- 
ing officers: Mr. Hancock, president; Mr. Piatt, 
vice president; and Mr. Combs, secretary. Mr. 
Salmon was unable to attend.

At four he was.un- 
defeated in five starts, climaxing and 
ending his career in France in the Prix du 
President de la Republique. 


*Princequillo’s dam, Cosquilla, won 
seven races in France, including Prix de 
Chantilly. His second dam, Quick 
Thought, was a winner and producer of 
six winners, including four stakes win- 
ners. The third dam, Mindful, unraced, 
produced five winners.
